ACTIVITY IN COPYRIGHT DEVELOP¬ 
MENT. 

iTis announced by cable thatthe SelectCom- 
mittee of the House of Lords has issued the 
new form of the proposed copyright law, as 
amended after consideration by the commit¬ 
tee, but as yet the text of the proposition has 
not reached this country. Special attention 
has been called, however, to one feature, in 
Clause 12 , as to which Lord Thring appends a 
specific memorandum, a provision thatthe news 
or foreign news—it is not quite clear which 
—should be protected for eighteen hours after 
publication, on penalty of £i } up to a maximum 
of ^ 50 * on each copy of a publication reprint¬ 
ing such news without consent of the proprie¬ 
tor. This provision is in line with legislative 
action in several of the English Colonies, nota¬ 
bly New Zealand, Australia, Cape of Good 
Hope, Hong Kong, and Ceylon, and with a 
proposed “ Press Messages Copyright Bill,” 
now before the Viceregal Legislative Council 
of India, the last providing for a copyright of 
thirty-six hours on foreign press messages. 
Meantime an important decision by Justice 
North in the English High Court of Justice 
has, at least until reviewed, extended copyright 
for newspaper publication in a novel direction, 
his decision being to the effect that certain re¬ 
ports of addresses by Lord Rosebery, although 
the reprint was authorized by Lord Rosebery 
himself, could not be reprinted without the 
assent of the proprietor of the reports, injthis 


case the London Times. An interview with 
the Register of Copyrights at Washington 
raises the question whether a copyright of 
news, without regard to literary form, would 
be within the provision of the Constitution au¬ 
thorizing Congress to secure for authors the 
exclusive right to their writings—but the Reg¬ 
ister of Copyrights is not an authority for the 
construction of the Constitution. 

The text of the comprehensive measure 
which results from the work of the select com¬ 
mittee will be awaited with interest as the most 
important event of recent years in copyright 
progress. The proposed revision of British 
Copyright Law has “hung fire” for many 
years, and it is to be hoped that the present re¬ 
port may result in a code which will set an 
example to every civilized country in clearing 
up many perplexities and difficulties of copy¬ 
right law. The German Government is making 
progress in a like direction through a method 
which has the characteristic of German thor¬ 
oughness. The new German copyright meas¬ 
ure will have had the advantage of special con¬ 
sideration by experts of each of its important 
divisions—literary works, musical works, and 
periodical publications. The project, as drawn 
up by the Imperial authorities, has been sub¬ 
mitted to the German states constituting the 
empire and has recently been published in the 
German Official Gazette that public opinion may 
be elicited. It proposed to extend the rights 
of property thirty years after an author’s death 
for literary, and fifty years for musical works, 
the additional protection in the latter case being 
because a musical work may escape recognition 
for many years. A provision has been added, 
apparently by way of answer to our protective 
clause, that non-German authors will only be 
protected in Germany in case their works are 
actually published in that country, or unless a 
treaty exists between Germany and the coun¬ 
try of origin. 

The question of the extension of our own 
copyright term to cover at least the lifetime of 
the author, is raised in an article of pleasant 
sarcasm by Mr. Howells in a recent issue of 
Literature , as also in a petition emanating from 
a minor writer of light fiction. This is a sub¬ 
ject which must certainly receive attention 
when the American copyright law is again 
revised. Meantime Mr. Kipling has skirmish 
suits out all along the line, in his endeavor to 
protect not only copyright, but the general 
control by an author over the form of his works, 
copyright or non-copyright. 

In addition to the German recognition that our 
manufacturing clause is a game at which two 
can play, a voice is raised from the far Orient 
in a rather caustic editorial published in one 
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of the English papers of Yokohama, Japan, 
discussing American relations with interna¬ 
tional copyright from a new point of view. It 
is quite true that with the dominance of Eng¬ 
lish in Japan and other Oriental countries there 
will be an increasing market for books—parti¬ 
cularly educational books—printed in the Eng¬ 
lish language, and it may be worth the while 
of our publishers to keep this fact in mind, 
with reference not only to Japan but to other 
countries where the Anglo-American educa¬ 
tional system is rapidly developing. 

It may be that the time will soon arrive 
when all interests concerned in the manufac¬ 
ture of books will see that our present inter¬ 
national copyright law restricting American 
privileges to books actually printed in this 
country has a “boomerang” effect. It should 
be more and more true that the development 
of book publishing in this country will ensure 
wider markets abroad if there are reciprocal 
arrangements as to international copyright, 
and these cannot be fully assured on the pres¬ 
ent basis. 

Everywhere except in the United States 
there is evident throughout the world an in¬ 
creasing tendency toward international rela¬ 
tions ; and America should not be the last to 
reciprocate in every possible way the trade 
opportunities which are put before it by other 
nations. Evidently the time has nearly, if not 
quite, come when our copyright law, domestic 
as well as foreign, should receive careful con¬ 
sideration from a commission of experts, with 
a view to recommending a comprehensive and 
consistent code for the consideration of Con¬ 
gress. As we have already suggested, it may 
be that on such consideration it will prove that 
many of the precautions which were taken in 
behalf of purely manufacturing interests will 
no longer be thought necessary. 


The twenty-seventh issue of the Trade List 
Annual is now being shipped. Forty-three 
new names appear among its list of contrib¬ 
utors, and scarcely any of the old ones have 
dropped out other than those accounted for by 
business changes and new combinations of in¬ 
terests. About 200 firms are represented, and 
many have added to the size of their cata¬ 
logues. The Annual steadily increases in 
bulk, this year weighing an even fifteen 
pounds, but it gains even more noticeably in 
usefulness. All who want it should order 
without delay. A very busy season is at the 
door and no surer means of saving time than 
the Annual can be found. The edition islimited 
and the demand already brisk. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

REPRINTS OF SPEECHES IN ENGLAND. 

The Hon. Sir Ford North, Judge of the 
Chancery Division of the High Court of Jus¬ 
tice, gave an important decision on the 10 th 
inst. In the recent volume of “Appreciations 
and Addresses,” by Lord Rosebery, were in¬ 
cluded five speeches taken almost verbatim 
from reports in the London Times. Lord Rose¬ 
bery himself furnished the clippings to his 
publisher, freely making over all his right and 
title to them. But the Times contended that 
he had no rights in the premises whatever 
—that its reports were copyrighted ; and it 
brought suit to restrain publication of the 
volume containing the alleged infringements 
on its own copyright. The judge granted to 
the Times an injunction against John Lane, the 
publisher, holding that the reporter had a copy¬ 
right in his report, and that this copyright had 
been acquired by the Times. 

NEWS MAY BE COPYRIGHTED IN ENGLAND. 

The Copyright bill as amended by the House 
of Lords’ Select Committee was issued on the 
9 th inst. In a memorandum to the bill Lord 
Thring calls attention to Clause 12 , which 
provides that the proprietor of any newspaper 
or news agency shall be entitled for eighteen 
hours to the exclusive right of publishing for¬ 
eign news which he has obtained specially and 
independently, and imposes a minimum pen¬ 
alty of £1 and maximum of £$o on each copy 
of a publication in which such news is pub¬ 
lished within eighteen hours without the con¬ 
sent of the proprietor. His Lordship remarks 
that the clause adds to the law by making 
news independent of the form in which it is 
conveyed, the subject of copyright, and by 
imposing an efficient penalty for infringement. 
He adds that there seems no reason why news 
acquired by the exercise of great ability and 
great expense should not be protected by copy¬ 
right as much as a letter or article comment¬ 
ing on news so acquired. 

COPYRIGHT IN NEWS CONSIDERED IMPOS¬ 
SIBLE IN THE UNITED ST A TES. 

Mr. Thorvald Solberg, the Register of 
Copyrights in the Library of Congress, said 
in a recent interview on the English provisions 
for copyright in news : 

“ I recognize the justice of the contention 
that a newspaper which has been put to great 
expense to procure exclusive news should have 
some protection in the use of that news, but at 
the same time I am not sure that under our 
Constitution the law can go farther than to 
prevent the publication in the same literary 
form as that employed by the paper which 
secured the news. The Constitution confers 
on Congress power to secure for limited times 
to authors the exclusive right to their writings. 
Whether this could be construed to give Con¬ 
gress power to prevent others from publishing 
a statement of fact that has been procured ex¬ 
clusively by a newspaper and published, I 
think is doubtful. I am inclined to think that 
the protection cannot be carried any further 
than to the literary form in which the person 
securing the copyright states the news.” 
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77/^ GERMAN COPYRIGHT SCHEME. 

The proposed copyright law for the German 
Empire, as promulgated in the German Official 
Gazette for public discussion, has been the re¬ 
sult of very carefully organized plans of con¬ 
sideration. Among the experts consulted were 
Beck, of Munich; Professor Bukmeyer, of Mu¬ 
nich; Bock, of Berlin; Brockhaus, of Leipsic; 
Professor Brunner, of Berlin; Dr. Daude, of 
Berlin; Engelhorn, president of the Society of 
German Booksellers, Stuttgart; Dr. Fischer, of 
Berlin; Professor Gluth, of the Conservatory 
of Munich; Dr. Hase, president of the Society 
of German Music Publishers, Leipsic; Hilde- 
brandt, of Berlin ; Professor Loschhorn, of 
Berlin; Miihlbrecht, of Berlin; Rodenberg, of 
Berlin; Capellmeister Rosch, of Munich; Spe- 
mann, of Stuttgart; Dr. Stecker, of Mainz; 
Voigtlander, of Leipsic; and Director Wolff, of 
Berlin. 

The results of these conferences were then 
submitted to three groups of experts, as to 
the points which seemed of importance : ( 1 ) 
literary works, ( 2 ) musical works, ( 3 ) the daily 
press. At the meetings of the first group as¬ 
sistance was given by the authors Kirchbach, 
Leixner, Osterrieth, Wichert, and Wildenbruch. 
In the second group, in addition to the above 
named, Herr Bock, Dr. von Hase, and Capell¬ 
meister Rosch, there were added Challier, of 
Berlin; Director Ochs, of Berlin; Dr. Sommer, 
of Brunswick; Capellmeister Strauss, of Char- 
lottenburg ; and the president of the General 
German Society of Musicians ; Herr Vogel, of 
Berlin. 

Authors of German nationality will be pro¬ 
tected in Germany, even if their works are 
published abroad, but foreign authors will not 
be protected in Germany unless their works 
are published in that country, or unless a treaty 
regulating the question exists between the two 
countries. 

LIFE OWNERSHIP OF COPYRIGHTS. 

W. D. Howells, writing under the caption 
“ Literary Outlawry,” in Literature for August 
4 , apropos of the Austin-Hay correspondence, 
thus refers to the present limits of copyright 
tenure : 

[The Secretary of State] must have given 
thought to the strange fact that under a con¬ 
stitution which mainly exists to be violated, in 
spite of a supreme court which exists to main¬ 
tain its purity, a man is guaranteed the perpet¬ 
ual right to his lands, houses, hereditaments, 
and possessions of every sort, earned, begged, 
borrowed or stolen, while he is guaranteed the 
right to the book he has written, to the thing 
which he has absolutely created, and which 
without him would not be in the world, for 
forty-two years only. He must have been 
struck by the fact, further, that during this 
limited period the law does not take more but 
less pains to protect the owner of a book than 
the owner of any other property ; that in the 
case of theft or injury to any other property 
the law voluntarily pursues the wrong-doer ; 
but in the infringement of a copyright, it leaves 
the sufferer to bring action at his own risk and 
recover what damages he can. He must, in 
fine, have perceived that the statute discrimi¬ 
nated against the owner of a copyright while it 


lasts, and leaves him a helpless p{ey when it 
expires after forty-two years. 

It was this fact which I wish the Secretary 
had brought to the notice of the Laureate in 
exhorting him to patience with the imperfection 
of our international copyright law, and had 
begged him to note that as yet literary property 
was only a legislative joke, anyhow. But I 
see how that might not have been fit in the 
Secretary of State even when speaking extra- 
officially, and so I venture to urge it myself 
for the consolation of the Poet Laureate, 
who lives under a law like our own in res¬ 
pect to literary property. I have sometimes 
felt strongly about it, and sometimes not. 
In my lighter moods I have been able to 
join with the statute in the enjoyment of 
its joke,, and to laugh with it at the notion 
of allowing a man to defend his own prop¬ 
erty for forty-two years upon the condition 
that he shall not have any right to it afterward. 
In my more serious moments I have reflected 
that the rights of property are not so very 
sacred, if we consider how they are often 
acquired ; and in these moods I have not 
wished literary property equalized with other 
property before the law. I have felt a fine 
pride in the lapse of my rights as an author 
after forty-two years ; but I have asked myself 
why other property rights should not be equal¬ 
ized with them. Would not it, I have asked 
myself, work a sort of moral purification of 
other possessions if they were remanded to the 
community after forty-two years, as books 
are ? 

I have even publicly suggested such a solu¬ 
tion of the difficulty in former references to the 
subject. It has seemed to me that in this way 
we should escape the effect if not the fact of 
shameless injustice ; but my suggestion has as 
yet received no sort of attention in the national 
legislature, and I presume now to urge it 
again in the hope that, having liberated the 
Cubans and Filipinos, our Government may be 
disposed to do something toward relieving an 
oppressed class of our own citizens. 

A JAPANESE VIEW OF AMERICAN 
COPYRIGHT. 

In discussing the Austin-Hay correspond¬ 
ence, The Eastern World , of Yokohama, Japan, 
says : 

“ Having a very strong business interest in 
the copyright question in so far as this country 
is concerned we may assist in throwing some 
light on the subject. Literary sympathy 
counts for nothing. The only question that 
piratical American publishers will consider is 
whether they can make more by stealing than 
by being honest. If the former is the case the 
United States Government will not join the In¬ 
ternational Copyright Convention, and the 
pirates will go on stealing the products of 
foreign writer’s brains. The question is sim¬ 
ply one of dollars and cents therefore. The 
larger American publishers, it is but fair to 
say, are as honorable as any in the w*orld and 
do not pirate the works of foreign authors, 
but there is a large mosquito fleet of publish¬ 
ers who would pirate the ten commandments if 
they were copyrighted in Europe, and if there 
was a sufficient demand for them in America. 
But, leaving poetry, sentiment, conscience, 
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honor, and similar considerations out of the 
question, there is the very practical issue: 
What has America to lose, by still affording a 
home to literary piracy? 

“ In 1887 , owing to the enterprise of a New 
York firm, the import of books by Japan from 
the United States, principally school-books, 
amounted to about yen 70 , 000 , and the yen was 
worth some 50 £ more at that time than it is 
now. The Japanese reprinters began to make 
an inroad into the business, but in 1889 Ameri¬ 
ca still took the lead with yen 55 . 653 . At that 
time, in consequence of diplomatic and private 
negotiations on the subject, the Japanese Gov¬ 
ernment declared itself ready to grant Ameri¬ 
can copyrights protection in Japan as soon as 
America could grant reciprocal advantages, so 
that nothing would have been easier than to 
make a special copyright convention between 
the two countries then. But this was not done, 
and the American publishing house in question, 
which had the bulk of the business, was driven 
out of the market in 1891 , and in 1897 America 
was third on the list in the exports of books to 
Japan, having about fallen behind England 
and Germany, with an export of books of some 
40 , 000 yen, a figure which last year, however, 
has increased to 51,000 yen, and which might 
be quadrupled by an agent who understands 
the business, the language of the country and 
the ways of the trade. 

“The International Copyright Convention, 
which Japan will join in less than three months, 
however, will put a stop to reprinting and to 
unauthorized translations, so that with the 
whole of Japan being thrown open to foreign 
intercourse the book business will increase in 
leaps and bounds, and from Japan, China and 
Russia also could be supplied. An immense 
and profitable market is therefore about to be 
opened to American publishers, but from that 
market they are shut out, as America has not 
joined the International Copyright Convention, 
and American publishers will be protected by 
the Japanese copyright law only in so far as 
books are concerned which are for the first 
time published in Japan, and the books which 
will come under that head will not be worth 
mentioning. The market for American books 
in Japan therefore is about to be lost alto¬ 
gether, and further, as soon as English and 
German books are protected by copyright, 
all American books for which there is any 
sale at all will be reprinted, so that the 
originals will soon be out of the market alto¬ 
gether. Now we are pretty certain that the 
business in American school-books in Japan 
could be worked up to about yen 200 ,oco per 
annum in a couple of years if the books are 
copyrighted in Japan, and that is a business 
which, with other cognate branches added to 
it, would turn over about yen 500,000 a year, 
which is a business worth having. 

“If piratical interests are. too strong how¬ 
ever in America to permit the United States 
Government to take the honorable course that 
Japan has engaged herself to take, the large 
publishing houses should interest themselves 
in getting a special copyrightconvention made 
with Japan which guarantees Japanese pub¬ 
lishers reciprocal advantages. Nothing further 
is asked, nothing more is necessary, so that 
we have only to submit the above facts to the 
consideration of H. E. Col. Buck, United 
States Minister to Japan.” 


HARPER’S MAGAZINE—CHANGE OF 
PRICE. 

Harper's Magazine will with December begin 
its one-hundredth volume, and the Messrs. 
Harpers announce that the retail price of the 
magazine will be reduced with September to 
25 c. a copy, the price previous to the general in¬ 
crease of prices in books and periodicals made in 
the war days of a generation ago. In the in¬ 
terim the magazine has developed both in size 
and quality, so that it is worth twice as much as 
in the old 25 c. days, but the publishers give as¬ 
surance that there will not only be no reduction 
in size or quality, but that new features from 
time to time will continue the development 
which has kept the veteran among American 
magazines still at the fore. 

When Harper's Magazine was started fifty 
years ago it was an eclectic journal, and drew 
its material entirely from the other side ; but 
the projectors soon found that there was an 
abundance of native talent at hand, and the 
quick response of the public enabled the pub¬ 
lishers to open up a new era in American lit¬ 
erature. And all through its fifty years of life 
the magazine, while carefully following the 
demands of its public, has aimed to mould its 
taste by giving it the best thought of the 
brightest minds, as will be seen by reading the 
list of distinguished contributors to its pages. 

It was the first periodical to engage the 
services of foreign and American serial-writers, 
so the very best literature of England and 
America, during the last half-century, has ap¬ 
peared in its pages. 

It is not too much to say that the magazine 
has had a decided influence in developing the 
artistic taste of the country, as it has fostered 
and brought to the front several of the best 
living draughtsmen of the day, whose illus¬ 
trations have been an important factor in form¬ 
ing among us an appreciation of what is finest 
in composition and drawing. 

After having for thirty years sought its clien¬ 
tage only in its native country, Harper s Mag¬ 
azine in 1880 , with the ready adaptation to 
circumstances which has characterized its 
history, established an English edition, and 
intelligent readers in Great Britain were sur¬ 
prised and delighted by its wealth of illustration 
and reading matter—“ an amazing shilling’s 
worth and it has done much to revolution¬ 
ize magazine publication in that conservative 
country. 

During the past thirty years, the publishers 
state, the cost of the magazine before it is put 
on the press has quadrupled. It was very 
costly from the start— i. e., from the time, very 
early in its growth, when it became an illus¬ 
trated magazine, for no expense was ever 
spared in its production. It was put on the 
market before the civil war with profit at 25 c. 
a number, but the fact must be remembered 
that it contained less material, and the gen¬ 
eral expenses of production were less than 
now. In very recent years the expense for 
some important items has been diminished, 
and improvements in machinery and the more 
extensive substitution of machine for hand 
labor have made the industrial processes of 
production less costly ; but for these facilities 
the reduction of price would be impossible. 

The size of the magazine will remain the 
same, but its attractions, both in letter-press 
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and illustrations, will be increased, and, as to 
quality the standard will be advanced. The 
ideal which was the fundamental key-note of 
the first prospectus will be followed and aug¬ 
mented with such skill as long experience and 
cultured assistants can furnish ; and the policy 
which in its first decade gave it a circulation of 
170,000 copies, and which during its last two 
decades has made it a foremost international 
magazine for English-speaking readers, will 
be maintained—only in stronger lines. 

THE EDITOR OF HARPER’S MAGAZINE. 

For the more than thirty years out of its fifty 
the magazine has been guided by Henry Mills 
Alden, who has kept himself as an editor quiet¬ 
ly in the background, except so far as the 
publication of his books, “ God in His World ” 
and “A Study of Death,” has made his name 
known to a wide circle of admirers who had 
known little of his personality as an editor. 
Mr. Alden has been happily characterized by 
the Springfield Republican as the best magazine 
editor in this country. 

Mr. Alden is eighth in descent in direct line 
from John Alden, who came over in the May¬ 
flower. His mother’s uncle, Zephaniah Moore, 
was the first President of Amherst College. 
He >vas born at Mount Tabor, Vermont, No¬ 
vember 11 , 1836 . He attended Williams Col¬ 
lege, and was graduated in 1857 . 

The early tendencies of his mind were all in 
the direction of philosophical researches, and 
at one time he considered the idea of eventu¬ 
ally writing a history of philosophy. During 
his college course he reached the determina¬ 
tion to become a minister of the gospel, and 
immediately upon its close he entered the theo¬ 
logical seminary at Andover, Massachusetts. 

Mr. Alden came to New York in 1861 . In 
the summer of that year he married Miss Susan 
Foster, whose acquaintance he had formed in 
Andover. His literary experiences led him to 
F'ok to journalism for an opening, and for two 
years he was an occasional contributor to the 
editorial columns of the New York Times and 
the Evening Post. He was never a regular 
member of the staff of any newspaper. 

In speaking of Harper's Magazine for the 
New York Herald , Mr. Alden said : 

“ During the first five years of its existence 
three very important changes had been effected 
in the character of the magazine. It looked 
at its start as if it would be eclectic—it had be¬ 
come original and quite entirely American in 
its literary and artistic contributions. 

“ It had in its first appearance promised to 
be a literary miscellany of the highest charac¬ 
ter—it had become an exposition of contempo¬ 
rary progress in all fields of activity, and a 
well-organized educational institution. 

“ It was recognized by its conductors as a 
power in itself—imperative, operating by the 
organic law of its own growth—and exacting 
from these conductors their keenest perception 
and their utmost effort in the study of that law, 
and in its largest and most effective interpre¬ 
tation. 

“ The intimate relations of the publishers 
with the authors of important books led to con¬ 
tributions by the latter to the magazine more 
valuable than those which could have been 
secured in any other way. Mr. Curtis was a 
popular lyceum lecturer, and in his travels 
through the country was gathering rich mate¬ 


rials for his Easy Chair; he was also contribut¬ 
ing articles of social interest — like that on 
Newport—and short stories to the body of the 
magazine. A brilliant coterie of story-writers 
—such as Fitz James O’Brien, J. D. Whelpley, 
and W. D. O’Connor—were regular contribu¬ 
tors. Dickens, Thackeray, Bulwer, George 
Eliot, Reade, Collins, and Lever were writing 
their best novels, which were published in 
monthly instalments. Industrial articles cc m- 
manded their share of space—like that in the 
second volume of the magazine on the Novelty 
Iron Works of New York—the precursor of 
a long line of articles in this field continued to 
the present time. 

“ New scientific discoveries were brought to 
the attention of the readers, prepared by ex¬ 
perts and treated in a popular style. New 
artists were constantly coming to the front. 
Some of these—like ‘Porte Crayon’ and J. 
Ross Browne—illustrated their own articles; 
but for others the work of the magazine was 
so shaped as to give them their opportunity 
and at the same time enhance the popular in¬ 
terest of the periodical in the lines of its nat¬ 
ural growth. 

“ But this is not intended to be a history of 
Harper s Magazine. The survey thus far has 
been given in order to show its distinctive 
character and the peculiar exactions which, at 
every point of its contact with the world, with 
its contributors, and with its readtrs, it makes 
upon the enterprise and practical experience 
of its publishers and upon the sagacity and 
alertness of its conductors. 

“ In a word, the Harper idea of a magazine 
is of one that so helpfully meets the intellectual 
and social views of a cultivated people that its 
absence from any family where it has been a 
regular visitor would create a feeling of home¬ 
sickness in those deprived of it. In all great 
questions the thoughtful people are ahead of 
the press, and a magazine may well be content 
if it fairly represents the popular aspirations, 
rising to its highest level. Such a magazine 
will be sought by the best writers as the most 
natural medium of communication with the 
people in their homes.” 


THE NEW EDITOR OF THE ATLANTIC 
MONTHLY. 

Walter Hines Page has resigned from the 
editorship of The Atlantic Monthly to accept 
the position of literary adviser to the allied 
houses of Harper & Brothers and The Double¬ 
day & McClure Co. After ten years of unre¬ 
mitting editorial work the change naturally 
offers welcome prospects. 

Mr. Page leaves Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 
much to their regret, naturally, for since going 
to this house in i8qs the relations existing be¬ 
tween Mr. Page and all with whom he has been 
brought into contact have been of the pleas¬ 
antest. 

He is succeeded as editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly by Professor Bliss Perry, of Princeton 
University. Professor Perry is the son of Ar¬ 
thur Latham Perry, of New Hampshire, who, in 
the early fifties, became professor of history and 
political economy at Williams College. He was 
prominently known also as an advocate of free 
trade, and wrote much regarding this subject. 
Professor Bliss Perry was born in Williamstown 
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on Nov. 25 , i 860 , while his father was profes¬ 
sor at the college there. The young man was 
graduated from the college in 1881 , and in 
1886 became professor of English at the same 
place, remaining there until 1893 , since which 
time he has filled the chair of the Holmes pro¬ 
fessorship of English literature at Princeton 
University. 

His literary work has been varied. He has 
edited “Selections from Burke,” as well as 
Scott’s “Woodstock” and “ Ivanhoe.” The 
Little Masterpieces also has been a part of 
his editorial work. His first novel, “The 
Houghton House,” was published in 1890 by 
the Scribners, who have brought out all his 
stories. The volume was followed in 1894 by 
another book, “ Salem Kittredge and Other 
Stories,” and a year following, still another 
story, called “The Plated City,” was brought 
forth. From year to year Professor Perry has 
accomplished much other work in the literary 
field which he entered as a young man. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Mirick N. Spear, aged 75, died at his home 
in Amherst, Mass., on July 31 . Mr. Spear es¬ 
tablished himself as a bookseller, newsdealer, 
and stationer in Amherst in 1850 , and con¬ 
tinuously conducted the business until within 
a week of his death. 

Rev. Alexander Balmain Bruce, D.D., 
professor of apologetics and New Testament 
exegesis in Free Church College, Glasgow, 
since 1875, died August 10, at Glasgow. He 
was the authorof the volume on “Apologetics,” 
published in the Scribner’s International Theo¬ 
logical Library. 

The Rev. Dr. Samuel Reynolds House, a 
pioneer in the foreign missions, died on Sun¬ 
day, August 13 , at his home in Waterford, N. 
Y. He was born in Waterford in 1817 . He 
was an alumnus of the Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute, Dartmouth College, and Union Uni¬ 
versity. For several years he was editor of 
the Knickerbocker Magazine. 

The Rev. Daniel Lewis Lloyd, seventy-first 
bishop of Bangor, England, died Friday, Au¬ 
gust 11 . He was born in Wales in 1844 . Dr. 
Lloyd was a born schoolmaster, with a wonder¬ 
ful control over boys, and in all his scholastic 
positions was pre-eminently successful. In 
1890 he was consecrated bishop of Bangor, 
which see he administered until his recent re- 
t rement on account of declining health. He 
was a moderate High Churchman, with broad 
leanings. He was a capital Welsh scholar, 
and his chief contribution to literature was 
“ Emyniadun yr Eglwys,” which is the ver¬ 
nacular for “Welsh Hymn-Book.” 

Dr. Charles Janeway Still£, a former pro¬ 
vost of the University of Pennsylvania, died 
at Atlantic City August 11 , aged 80 years. Dr. 
Still 6 was born in Philadelphia on Sept. 23 , 
1 S 19 . He was graduated from Yale in 1839 
and was afterward admitted to the bar, but de¬ 
voted himself to literary pursuits. In May, 
1866 , Dr. Still 6 was made professor of history 
and English literature in the University of 
Pennsylvania. In June, 1868 , the office of pro¬ 
vost became vacant by reason of the resignation 
of Dr. Goodwin, and Dr. Still 6 was chosen to 


fill the place. He collected and edited the cor¬ 
respondence of John Dickinson, which was 
published in 1891 under the title of “ Life and 
Times of John Dickinson, 1732 - 1808 .” In 1882 
he brought out a volume of “ Studies in Medi¬ 
aeval History,” based on one of his lecture 
courses at the university. In 1893 he pub¬ 
lished another work, 44 Major-General Anthony 
Wayne and the Pennsylvania Line in the Conti¬ 
nental Army.” Dr. Still 6 was the author also 
of a small work entitled 44 Beaumarchais and 
4 the Lost Million:’ a Chapter of the Secret 
History of the American Revolution.” 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

George W. Cable is hard at work upon his 
new novel of the “ Southland,” entitled 44 The 
Cavalier.” 

General Lord Kitchener, of Khartoum, 
conqueror of the Soudan, will shortly come to 
this country to make an extended tour. 

Israel Zangwill arrived in New York City 
on the Cajnpania Saturday, August 12 , to 
superintend the staging of “The Children of 
the Ghetto.” He wishes to attempt a reform 
in theatrical Jewish types. 

Edgar Fawcett, poet-author and popular 
favorite, is now in Europe, engaged in super¬ 
intending the setting of his book, “The 
New King Arthur,” to music preparatory to 
bringing it out as a comic opera. 

Herr Morrison, the directing librarian of 
the Edinburgh Public Library, is preparing a 
life of Andrew Carnegie. The Edinburgh 
Public Library was founded by Carnegie, who 
gives his biographer all possible assistance in 
his work. 

John Morley is at Hawarden, and will re¬ 
side in the Red House there for several months, 
in order that he may have ready access to the 
papers in Hawarden Castle, the study of which 
is necessary in connection with his preparation 
of his biography of Mr. Gladstone. 

An appeal has been made to the Society of 
American Authors to take steps to preserve 
the spot where Joseph Rodman Drake lies 
buried against the march of improvements in 
the Borough of the Bronx. In 1891 the grave 
was discovered neglected and overgrown with 
weeds by members of the Brownson Literary 
Union of the Borough of the Bronx. They 
had a new foundation built under the shaft, 
cleared away the weeds, and had an orna¬ 
mental iron fence placed about the grave. 

John Baptist de la Salle, the celebrated 
founder of the constantly growing Brother¬ 
hood of Christian Schools, is to be canonized 
as a saint. The ceremony of canonization is 
expected to take place in Paris next year, and 
Christian Brothers from every country will 
participate in it, for the great educational 
work initiated by de la Salle has grown to 
such proportions that there is scarcely a 
Catholic community to be found which has 
not its Christian Brothers school, and many 
important colleges are conducted by the order, 
including the Manhattan College in New York 
City, and St. John’s College in Washington. 
John Baptist de la Salle was born in Rheims 
on April 30 , 1651 , and died in 1719 . 
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JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

A second edition of the initial number of 
Lady Randolph Churchill’s quarterly, the Anglo- 
Saxon, will be ready next week. 

With its July issue American Book Lore 
ceases to exist. In a short dignified note the 
publisher explains that his plans as originally 
formulated could not be carried out. Original 
articles were hard to obtain, but he believes 
that his modest magazine has contained some 
valuable additions to bibliography. This con¬ 
cluding number contains a sketch of Wilber- 
force Eames, the scholarly librarian of Lenox 
Library, written by Victor H. Paltsits. 

The Library Association Record for August 
has an article by George Smith on Gabriel 
Naude a librarian of the seventeenth century ; 
and the Waverley Novels, arranged chonologi- 
cally, intended to show how a student of Walter 
Scott might gain an idea of almost the whole of 
modern history. This begins with “Count 
Robert of Paris,” (a.d. ioSo, etc., the First Cru¬ 
sade,) and ends with “ St. Ronan’s Well,”(A.D. 
1800 - 1810 .) The list is taken from Salisbury’s 
“ Memoir of Charles Wordsworth,” published 
by the Longmans. A bibliography of Crom¬ 
well is given as the “ Bibliography on questions 
of the day,” called out by the tercentenary 
celebration. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. will publish shortly 
“A General Survey of American Literature,” 
by Miss May Fisher, author of “A Group of 
French Critics.” 

Henry Holt & Co. will publish at once a 
book on “ German Composition, based on 
humorous anecdotes,” prepared by Prof. Carla 
Wenckebach, of Wellesly. 

Hinds & Noble have purchased the plates 
of Fenno’s “ Science and Art of Elocution,” 
formerly issued by the Columbia Book Co., 
of Philadelphia, and they will immediately 
bring out a new edition of the work. 

John Lane has just brought out in this coun¬ 
try Lord Rosebery’s volume of “ Appreciations 
and Addresses.” This is the book which the 
publisher was .enjoined from selling in Eng¬ 
land, on account of a dispute over the copy¬ 
right of a part of the contents. 

The Century Co. has taken over from 
Lamson, Wolffe & Co. Charles F. Lummis’s 
“ The Gold Fish of Gran Chimfi,” a tale of 
adventure in Peru. “Some Strange Corners 
of Our Country’’and “The Man Who Mar¬ 
ried the Moon,” by the same author, were 
already on its list. 

The heirs of Henry M. Taber, the million¬ 
aire cotton merchant, have gained possession 
of the plates of his book on agnosticism, 
“ Faith or Fact,” and will discontinue the pub- 
ication of the work and probably destroy the 
plates. The plates were obtained from the 
publisher, Peter Eckler, of 35 Fulton Street, 
who published the book in 1898 . 

T. Fisher Unwin will shortly publish an- 
Dther novel by Miss Mary E. Mann, entitled 
‘ The Pattern Experiment.” It deals with 
:he condition of the agricultural laborer’s life, 
[n the story a young clergyman, accompanied 
Dy his wife, his brother, and other relatives, 


inhabits for a week a laborer’s cottage, does 
laborer’s work, and keeps house on a laborer’s 
wage. 

A New Yorker who deems Edward Mark¬ 
ham’s poem, “The Man with the Hoe,” an 
insult to American farmers, offers a series of 
prizes, $ 400 , $ 200 , and $ 100 , for poems that 
shall sing the song of the incompetents, those 
who would rather starve than do honest labor. 
The offer is made in good faith, the New York 
Sun guaranteeing the responsibility of the per¬ 
son making it. Thomas Bailey Aldrich and 
Edmund Clarence Stedman are named as judges 
of the contest. 

The Funk & Wagnalls Company announce 
“The Funk & Wagnalls Standard Encyclo¬ 
pedia,” which will be a companion volume to 
“The Funk & Wagnalls Standard Diction¬ 
ary.” Each class of subjects will be in charge 
of a recognized expert specialist—in all over 
two hundred expert scholars will be engaged 
in the preparation of the work ; all treatment 
of terms will be condensed to the last degree 
consistent with completeness and clearness ; 
and every available device will be used to 
make the work easy of consultation. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons brought out last 
winter a volume of short stories by an author 
who wrote under the pseudonym of “Zack.” 
The longest story which gave the title to the 
book, “ Life is Life,” attracted considerable at¬ 
tention. These publishers now announce a 
complete novel by the same author, whose real 
name is Miss Keats. This will be called “ On 
Trial.” It is said to possess strong dramatic 
qualities and is a psychological study of moral 
cowardice. An unusual feature in Miss Keats 
is that she, a woman, occupies herself with 
depicting chiefly the actions and passions of 
men. She has been called an “ inverted Rich¬ 
ardson,” for, just as Richardson is old-maidish 
and even more feminine than Miss Austen, so 
“ Zack ” is aggressively masculine. 

Richard G. Badger & Co., Boston, have in 
preparation a volume of verse by James 
Jeffrey Roche, entitled “ The Vase and Other 
Bric-a-Brac,” to be profusely illustrated by 
Frank Bird Masters; a translation of thirteen of 
“The Sicilian Idyls of Theocritus,” by Dr. 
Marion Mills, to which Hamlin Garland will 
contribute a brief introduction; and “French 
Portraits,” by Vance Thompson, who writes of 
most of the younger writers of France from 
personal acquaintance and appreciation. They 
have also under way the following fiction: 
“ The House of the Sorcerer,” by Haldane 
McFall, the stepson of Mme. Sarah Grand; 
“A Beautiful Alien,” by Julia Magruder; and 
“ Vassar Stories,” by Grace Margaret Galla- 
her, who won the recent Century prize for short 
stories. 

The Werner Co., Akron.O., has gathered the 
following curious and interesting statistics in 
regard to the manufacture of the revised edition 
of their New American Supplement to the En¬ 
cyclopaedia Britannica. The edition was 37,600 
sets, or a total of 564,000 books. Each book 
contained 654 pages, each page having a total of 
1000 words, which made for the edition a total 
of 368 , 854,000 pages of printed matter compris¬ 
ing 368 , 854 , 000,000 words. Each page of read¬ 
ing-matter has two columns—in all 735 , 708,000 
columns of print. Each column is 7 % inches 
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long and 2 % inches wide. There is thus in 
the edition manufactured a total length of 
90,234 miles of printed matter. This is as 
much as would encircle the globe 3 ! times. 
Each volume of the fifteen in the set weighs 
three pounds, or a total weight for the entire 
edition would be 1 , 692,000 pounds. Again, 
each volume is 1 % inches thick—a total of 
967,000 inches; i.e., 82,250 feet, or miles, 
137 yards of book-shelf would be required to 
contain all. To print the 37,600 sets 11,125 
reams of paper were required. The convey¬ 
ance of this quantity of paper from the mills 
to the factory at Akron, Ohio, called into 
requisition 55 ^ cars, each car holding 200 
reams. The paper used weighs 119 pound to 
the ream; hence, the paper used weighs alone 
1 , 323,875 pounds. Each set of the work is 
packed in a wooden box, each of which con¬ 
sumes 11 square feet of lumber, ora total of 
413,700 feet of boxing would be required for 
the entire edition. 

Dana Estes & Co. have nearly ready a 
number of their books for boys which promise 
an unusually rich treat for those of the younger 
generation who love accounts of war and ad¬ 
venture. Among these are two new books by 
James Otis—“ When Dewey Came to Manila ” 
and “ A Story of Santiago”—which, with his 
last year’s book, “The Boys of ’ 98 ,” cover 
about all that a boy can comprehend of the 
stirring events of the Hispailo-American war. 
These books are lavishly illustrated. Mr. Otis 
will add a second volume to the Privateers 
of 1812 Series in “ Captain Tom, the Priva¬ 
teersman,” a continuation of “ The Cruise of 
the Comet." It will be illustrated by J. W. 
Kennedy. F. H. Costello’s more serious way 
of treating “Mr. Madison’s War” will be 
manifested in “ On Fighting Decks in 1812 ,” a 
tale of boys who fought on the Constitution and 
also encountered the pirate of the period. 
“ Two American Boys in Hawaii,” by G. Waldo 
Brown, will tell the story of the Revolution by 
which power passed from the natives to the 
American residents. Edward Stratemeyer will 
continue his Minute Boys Series with “The 
Minute Boys of Bunker Hill,” which will in¬ 
clude an account of the siege of Boston. For 
girls they will publish “ Peggy,” by Mrs. 
Laura E. Richards, a continuation of “The 
Three Margarets,” but a complete story ; 
“ Little Song’s Mission,” by Miss E. B. Barry, 
who this year has written a book for her own 
illustrations instead of merely illustrating the 
books of others; and the firm will revive “ The 
Story VVithout an End,” one of the favorites of 
the children who read Mary Howitt and Miss 
Martineau. “ Harum Scarum Joe,” by Miss 
Will Allen Dromgoole, is as much a girl’s book 
as a boy’s, which may be said also of “The 
Boys’ Browning,” a selection containing “ The 
Pied Piper” and the poems of riding and 
fighting. 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

There is said to be a movement afoot among 
English publishers to boycott the literary 
agents by getting editors to accept work only 
from authors who negotiate directly. 

It is reported in London that Rudyard Kip¬ 
ling has resolved that his latest poem on cruis¬ 
ers shall not be published in America. He 
considers that Americans would not appreciate 
it, as its theme is distinctly local. 


C. A. Pearson, London, will publish in the 
fall a chatty book about the theatrical careers 
of Mr. and Mrs. Kendal, by T. Edgar Pembei- 
ton, a dramatic critic who has known his 
subjects personally for many years. 

Grant Richards is about to publish two 
volumes of the letters of Richard Wagner— 
“ Wagner’s Letters to Wesendonck ” and 
“ Wagner’s Letters to Keckel.” In each case 
the translation is the work of Mr. William 
Ashton Ellis. 

A copy of the first edition of Sir Walter 
Scott’s “ Waverley ” (three volumes, 1814 ) has 
just been sold at auction in London at the 
extraordinary price of $ 545 . This is a con¬ 
siderable advance on the price of the last copy 
sold at auction in that city. 

The suppressed portions of “ Lavengro ” 
and of its sequel, “The Romany Rye,” will 
be restored in the editions which Professor 
Knapp is editing. He is revising and collating 
the text from Borrow’s original mss., and is 
preparing annotations to the whole work. 

Some idea of the proportions which the Drey¬ 
fus literature has reached may be formed from 
the fact that a single Paris publisher, P. V. 
Stock, has on his list eighty-eight publications 
on the Affaire , or bearing some relation to it. 
Some of these publications are pamphlets, but 
most of them are volumes listed at from one to 
twelve francs each. 

Methuen & Co. will publish in a few days 
a new book by Eden Phillpotts, entitled 
“The Human Boy.” In this volume of stories 
Eden Phillpotts elaborates his own theory 
of schoolboy humor, and endeavors to show 
by making the boys tell their own stories what 
the world looks like from the youthful stand¬ 
point. The book is for adults. 

A curious literary boycott is reported from 
Sweden. The well-known author, Hansson- 
Marholm, and his wife, who also writes, joined 
the Catholic Church about a year ago. In 
consequence of this, the Protestant newspapers 
and publishers, who used to compete for their 
articles, are said to have severed all relations 
with them, so that they are left penniless. 
Mme. Marholm is a champion of woman, and 
has recently formulated her doctrines in *' The 
Psychology of Woman,” published by H. S. 
Stone in this country. 

Ernest Daudet has published through E. 
Plon, Nourrit & Co. the first volume of an 
important and interesting work on the Bourbon 
Restoration, to be completed in two volumes, 
the second of which will follow in due time. 
This first volume of “ Louis xvm. et le Due 
Decazes” contains a vivid picture of the early 
years of the King’s reign from 1815 to 1 S 20 , 
concluding with the assassination of the Due 
de Berry by Louvel and the fall of the De¬ 
cazes ministry. The historic value of the 
work is enhanced by the fact that M. Daudet 
has had access to the archives of the first Due 
Decazes, which include the manuscript frag¬ 
ments of his uncompleted memoirs, the private 
diary of the Duchess, two thousand letters 
from the King, the unpublished correspondence 
of the Dukes de Richelieu and Pasquier, of 
M 0 I 6 , and. last but not least, of the Duke of 
Wellington. 
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BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

William A. Piper, the eccentric millionaire 
and ex-Representative, who died in San Fran¬ 
cisco about a year ago, owned the best library 
of books on Californian history in the world. 
These will probably go to Stanford University. 

R. P. Hayes, Room 831, Marshall Field 
Building, 31 Washington St., Chicago, has 
published a “Reference Catalogue for Read¬ 
ers,” containing “ short lists of the best books 
on topics of interest to readers and members 
of study clubs.” (32 p. 16 0 , pap., 15 cents.) 

The Smithsonian Institution has published 
in its Miscellaneous Collections (Vol. xli, No. 1171 ) 
an “ Index to the Literature of Thallium. 1861 - 
1896 ,” prepared by Martha Doan, which will 
be of great use to chemists, metallurgists, and 
those engaged in the fine glass industries. 
The list is arranged chronologically, and sup¬ 
plemented by a very full index. (26 p. 8 °.) 

The Goodenough & Woglom Co., 122 Nas¬ 
sau Street, New York, has published their 1899 
“ Catalogue of Approved Kooks for the Sun¬ 
day-school Library” and “Supplement No. 
1 ” to the main catalogue. The list contains 
titles and reviews of eight hundred and thirty- 
one volumes, while the Supplement contains 
reviews of eighty-nine books and one hundred 
and nine sets of books ; also a complete list of 
the “ Pansy, Alcott, Garrett, and Schonberg- 
Cotta Series,” all of these having been exam¬ 
ined and accepted by the editors of The Sunday 
School Library Bulletin as desirable Sunday- 
school library books. (50 p. 8 °; 22 p. 8 °.) 

The fourth section of Robert Proctor’s 
“ Index to the Early Printed Books in the 
British Museum” comprises five alphabetical 
tables or “ Registers ” as the author prefers to 
call what is in effect a series of indexes to the 
three preceding sections. “ It is but seldom,” 
says Literature, “that tables of this kind are 
of the least use in themselves, that is to say, 
apart from the work to which they relate, but 
Mr. Proctor’s registers form a notable exception, 
being extremely valuable as a guide to the names 
of old authorsand the different early editions of 
the books they wrote. His latest instalment is 
practically a cyclopaedia of towns where the 
earliest printers carried on business, of pub¬ 
lishers who produced the books, when the 
printers did not do so themselves, and of the 
authors whose names are met with in Hain and 
elsewhere, the whole arranged alphabetically 
for purposes of quick and easy reference. 
This is in every respect an excellent compila¬ 
tion, displaying at a glance the titles and dates 
of a vast number of books which have found 
refuge on the permanent shelves of national 
libraries.” _
